Foster Success's mission 1s to hear, support, and
empower teens and young adults transitioning out'of
foster care on their journey to selt-sufficiency.



Foster Success supports young people who have experienced foster
care as a teen from age 14 until their 26th birthday this includes
more than 24,000 individuals across Indiana.

In 2021-2022 Foster Success supported more than:
o 750 young people from Indiana
46% were young people of color
68% identified as female, 30% as male, and 2% as non-binary
64% identify as living under the federal poverty level
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o 64% have received a mental health diagnosis
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Education and Training Voucher Program
ETV is a Federally funded program that
provides financial assistance to qualifying
former and current foster youth pursuing a
post-secondary credential. $5,000 per
academic year
